LASER  FUSION:  Tbit|oiTOWls  Energy

Twenty  years  ago,  we  were  promised  clean,  safe  inexpensive  atomic  power. 
The  reality  has  proved  to  be  very  different,  and  the  measuring  of  the  social  costs 
of  any  large  scale  energy  system  requires  answers  to  questions  beyond  those 
'  asked  by  accountants.  Any  balance  sheet  for  evaluating  future  energy  options 
must  include  the  following: 

Fuel:  Safety,  cost,  transportation,  environmental  impact,  reclamation  cost. 

Powerplant:  Decentralization,  real  estate  use,  accident  risk. 

Waste:  Quantity,  disposal,  hazards,  weapons  diversion. 

Doug  Maisel,  KPFA  engineer,  contends  that  'Laser  Fusion  is  a  socially  and 
environmentally  sound  alternative  to  the  present  fossil  fuel  and  atomic  power 
generation.   Using  sea  water  as  a  fuel,  a  power  plant  based  on  Laser  Fusion  will  be 
clean.  An  economy  based  on  sea  water,  not  oil  or  coal,  would  mean  that  fuel 
would  no  longer  be  a  political,  social  or  economic  bone  of  contention.   Listen  for 
Doug's  program,  ENERGY  FOR  TOMORROW:  The  Promise  of  Laser  Fusion  on 
Wednesday,  January  18  at  8:30  pm,  and  read  on  .  .  . 

Sometime  very  soon,  researchers  at  the  Lawrence  Livermore  Laboratory 
will  achieve  an  important  milestone  on  the  road  to  development  of  thermonuclear 
fusion,  a  tantalizing  prize  that  has  been  pursued  for  more  than  25  years  by 
scientists  armed  with  a  succession  of  gargantuan  machines  using  enormous  magnets 
to  confine  the  super-hot  nuclear  fuels  required  for  energy  production.  Yet  time 
and  again,  as  success  seemed  neaMhe^eiusiye  thermonuclear  genie  escaped 
from  its  magnetic  bottle  an#forced  its  pursuers  to  design  new  snares. 

Now  -a  wholly4iew  approach  to  fusion  energy  production,  made  possible  by 
le  invention  of  the  laser  in  1960,  has  opened  an  encouraging  second  front  in  the 
exciting  campaign  to  harness  the  energy  source  of  the  sun.  Some  observers 
expect  the  firstsuccesses  using  this  technique  to  be  achieved  in  thejuextjew  years. 

The  stakes  are  very  high.   Fusion  pWBwrcesenCTgy  by  a  proress  rarraa- 
mentally  different  from  that  employed  in  today's  unreliable  and  environmentally 
hazardous  fission-powered  atomic  plants.  Instead  of  the  extremely  scarce  and 
increasingly  expensive  isotopes  of  uranium,  its  fuel  would  be  the  non-radioactive 
jtopeof  hydrogen  known  as  deuterium,  an  easily -extracted  constituent 
of  sea  water.  The  yield  ofeenergy  from  this  process  is  very,  very  great:  the  tiny 
amount  of  deuterium  in  a  gallon  of  water  offers  the  equivalent  of  300  gallons  of 
gasoline! 

In  fission  power  plants,  and  in  the  atomic  bomb,  the  heavy  nuclei  of 
uranium  or  plutonium  atoms  are  split  into  fragments.  The  debris,  consisting  of 
the  nuclei  of  much  lighter  elements  as  well  as  additional  neutrons,  is  found  to 
weigh  somewhat  less  than  the  original  nucleus  before  fission.  It  is  this  "missing 
mass"  that  appears  as  the  energy  liberated  by  fission  reactors  -  and  fission  bombs. 
The  fission  fragments  —  the  "ashes"  of  the  reaction  —  are  themselves  highly 
radioactive  (some  for  long  periods  of  time),  and  many  show  great  propensity  to 
be  incorporated  into  biological  molecules  and  food  chains;  provision  for  their 
safe  storage  for  some  thousands  of  years  must  be  assured. 

Similar  difficulties  attend  the  mining,  milling  and  enrichment  of  the 
original  fuels  for  fission  plants.  And  because  of  the  extreme  toxicity  of  its 
constituents,  any  accident  or  sabotage  that  released  the  contents  ofsuch  a  pow: 
plant  into  the  environment  would  have  vast.and  irremediable  consequences  for 
life.  An  additional  concern  involves  the  diversion  of  enriched  uranism  or 
plutonium  from  the  civilian  fuel  cycle  to  the  construction  of  nuclear  explosives; 
this  is  known  to  have  occurred  in  India  and  suspected  in  Israel  and  South  Africa. 

Thermonuclear  fusion,  though  it  shares  the  same  genesis  as  the  hydrogen 
bomb,  is  potentially  a  much  more  benign  business  than  fission  for  power  genera- 
tion. Instead  of  splitting  very  heavy  atoms,  this  approach  squeezes  together  — 
fuses  -  extremely  light  ones.  When  two  nuclei  of  hydrogen  are  fused  together, 
the  result,  a  helium  nucleus  and  an  extra  neutron,  again  weighs  less  than  the 
original  ingredients,  and  here  too  the  missing  mass  appears  as  energy..  Although 
the  difficulties  in  making  fusion  work  are  far  greater  t  lan  for  fission,  the  payoffs 
will  be  greater  still.

Confining  fusion  in  the  laboratory  is  more  difficult,  since  no  material 
barrier  can  contairV.fuel  at  the  ignition  temperature;  when  the  hot  gas  touches 
the  cool  container,  the  reaction  is  instantly  quenched.  For  twenty-five  years 
efforts  to  contain  the  ultra-hot  plasma  with  ingenious  magnetic  fields  have  met 
with  frustration,  though  steady  progress  continues  to  be  made.  But  all  these 
•  years,  another  means  of  confinement  already  dramatically  proven,  awaited  the 
breakthrough  which  Would  tame  it  for  the  laboratory. 

The  "other  mimf  was  inertia!  confinement,  and  the  breakthrough  was 
the  laser.  .In  a  sense,  inertial  confinement  is  no  confinement  at  all:  The  reaction 
is  forced'to  occur  so  rapidly  -  in  trillionths  of  a  second  —  that  most  of  the  fuel 
is  burned  before  it  can  overcome  its  own  inertia  and  escape  the  combustion 
chamber.  ThisAvas  the  scheme  that  had  been  demonstrated  convincingly  for 
twenty  years  in  thermonuclear  explosives,  in  which  a  fission  bomb  heated  the 
fuel  instantaneously  to  ignition.  /\     ^ 

The  laser  is  to  be  the  trigger  for  inertially  confined  "microexplosions", 
delivering  short  bursts  of  stupendous  power  to  tinyitrei  pellets,  heating  thej 
compressing  them,  causing  them  to  implode  inward  to  astronomically  hif 
densities  until  their  cores  reach  ignition  temperature  and  explode,  releasing 
millions  of  joules  of  energy.  This  scheme  relies  on  the  laser's  unique  ability 
to  concentrate  energy  in  space  and  time:  spatially,  by  focusing  light  of  a 
single  wavelength  to  a  very  small  spot,  and  temporally  by  releasing  ail  the  energy 
stored  in  it  by  thousands  of  flashlamps  in  a  single  pulse  of  light  only  a  billionth  of 
of  a  second  long.  The  effect  is  like  striking  a  nail  with  a  hammer:  all  the  energy 
imparted  to  the  hammer  during  several  seconds  of  swing,  through  a  long  arc,  is 
delivered  in  a  fraction  of  a  second  to  a  tiny  area;  this  achieves  an  enormous 
peak  power  density  by  concentrating  more  modest  average  powers. 

Research  on  laser  fusion  is  accelerating  at  many  laboratories  in  this 
countr^ndaDroad.   A  pioneering  effort  was  begun  at  the  Lawrence  Livermore 
Laboratory  less  than  a  year  after  the  demonstration  of  the  first  laser.  By  1972, 
the  federal  government  had  shifted  the  emphasis  of  its  support  from  weapons- 
related  studies  to  civilian  power  generation,  and  a  major  development  program, 
currently  budgeted  for  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  nationwide,  was  under- 
taken to  demonstrate  the  feasibility  of  laser  fusion  power  generation. 

One  night  soon,  workers  at  Livermore  will  achieve  another  milestone  on 
their  carefully  planned  journey  to  this  goal  as  the  giant  20-armed  Shiva  laser 
unleashes  20-trillion  watts  on  a  tiny  target  pellet  the  diameter  of  a  human  hair. 
These  experiments  are  expected  to  demonstrate  "significant  thermonuclear 
burn";  subsequent  experiments  will  strive  for  "light-energy  breakeven", 
returning  as  much  energy  as  was  supplied  to  the  target,  and  eventually  "net 
energy  gain".  Then  will  come  the  engineering  development  leading  to  practical 
powerplant  design. 

By  today's  standards,  laser  fusion  won't  be  cheap,  and  it  won't  be  easy. 
In  decades  to  come,  no  source  of  electricity  is  likely  to  be  as  inexpensive  as  in 
the  past.  But  if  we  count  up  the  true  social  costs  of  alternative  means  of  power 
generation,  nuclear  fusion  may  well  prove  to  be  the  biggest  bargain  of  all. 

Its  fuel  is  seawater,  and  only  a  tiny  percentage  of  each  gallon  is  actually 
extracted  and  burned;  the  rest  js  returned  completely  uncontaminated.  The 
"ashes"  aie  incomparably  less  toxic  than  those  of  fission  plants,  consisting  of 
very  small  amounts  of  tritium  (a  hydrogen  isotope  with  low  biohazard);  this 
tritium  is  itself  a  fuel  for  the  reactor  and^  would  be  recycled  and  burned.  The 
social  consequences  of  an  accident  at  a  fusion  power  plant  are  very  low;  if  the 
system  malfunctions  it  simply  shut*  down.  The  fuels  for  fusion  are  useless  for 
weapons  manufacture,  either  as  bombs  or  poisons,  and  the  power-plant 
technology  itself  has  no  weapons  applications  that  would  make  its  wide 
dissenrination  dangerous, 

A  fusion  plant  would  require  very  little  real  estate,  unlike  any  conceivable 
solar.collecting  facility,  and  it  woujd  not  devastate  large  areas  of  land  as  a  coal- 
based  economy  must.  The  tailings  from  fuel  "mining"  are  just  water,  and  this 
fuel  is  available  abundantly  to  every  country  on  earth.  At  any  presently 
imaginable  level  of  human  energy  consumption,  there  is  enough  fuel  to  last  as 
long  as  the  sun  itself. 

An  intense  national  effort  will  be  necessary  to  develop  and  exploit  fusion 
power  before  our  fossil-fuel  teserves  are  seriously  depleted  and  widespread  social 
dislocation  results  From  their  maldistribution.  This  effort  will  be  costly,  but  its 
value  cannot  be  doubted.   In  the  words  of  John  Emmett,  Director  of  Livermore 's 
laser  program.  //  we  win,  we  win  big'

IRANIAN  STUDENTS  SPEAK  OUT 
Dear  KPFA, 

After  2'/j  years  and  approximately  150  hours  of  programming 
on  KPFA,  we,  the  Iranian  Students'  Association  in  Northern 
California,  would  like  to  utilize  the  pages  of  the  Folio  to  express 
our  views  to  the  audience  and  supporters  of  KPFA.  The  ISA  has 
been  active  as  a  member  of  the  Confederation  of  Iranian  Students 
(CIS)  for  1  7  years.  CIS  is  a  mass,  democratic,  anti-imperialist 
student  organization  whose  task  is  to  organize  the  Iranian  students 
abroad  in  active  struggle  against  the  fascist  dictatorship  in  Iran;  to 
inform  the  world  public  about  the  oppression  existing  in  our 
country;  and  to  bring  forth  the  genuine  art,  culture,  and  struggle  of 
our  people.  To  accomplish  this  we  put  out  publications  in  Farsi 
and  in  other  languages  (i.e.  English,  German,  Italian),  hold  cultural 
and  political  programs  and  use  various  other  means  that  are 
available  to  us. 

In  Northern  California  we  have  been  fortunate  to  have  access 
to  the  KPFA  radio  station  where  we  have  been  producing  weekly 
radio  programs  in  Faisi  which  include  news  from  Iran  and  the  region 
as  well  as  the  presentation  of  progressive  cultural  works  (i.e.  writings, 
poems,  and  music)  which  are  censored  in  Iran.  The  Iranian 
community  has  been  most  responsive  to  this  program.  Each  week 
we  receive  phone  calls  and  letters  from  our  listeners.  In  addition  a 
number  of  Iranian  students  have  had  the  opportunity  to  acquire 
radio  broadcasting  skills.  Presently  more  than  40  people  are 
involved  in  producing  and  publicizing  the  program.  The  importance 
of  the  program  can  be  more  fully  appreciated  when  one  considers 
that  the  fascist  regime  in  Iran  is  making  use  of  the  commercial  media 
in  this  country  to  spread  its  reactionary  propaganda.   In  San 
Francisco  there  is  a  weekly,  hour-long  program  on  Tuesday  nights 
which  is  produced  by  a  known  agent  of  the  Shah's  regime.  There 
is  another  program  being  broadcast  in  the  Los  Angeles  area.   In 
addition.  National  Iranian  Radio  and  Television  is  in  the  process  of 
acquiring  time  on  a  network  of  AM  radio  stations  throughout  the 
Western  USA  and  Canada.  Therefore,  it  can  be  seen  that  our 
program  on  KPFA  presents  a  much  needed  alternative  for  the 
Iranian  community  and  is  a  useful  tool  in  exposing  issues  about 
Iran. 

Recently  there  have  been  some  changes  at  KPFA  involving 
the  rescheduling  of  certain  programs.  The  KPFA  management  feels 
that  in  order  to  gain  new  listeners  the  prime-time  hours  should 
consist  of  programming  that  is  accessible  to  the  majority  of  the 
potential  audience.  Therefore,  our  program  was  moved  from  its 
Wednesday  7:30-8:30  pm  time  slot  to  Saturday  from  5:00-5:30  pm 
and  we  have  been  offered  a  regular  schedule  on  Before  the  News 
for  15  minutes  every  two  weeks,  which  is  to  be  in  English. 

We  in  the  ISA  want  to  continue  our  support  of  KPFA  as  a 
listener-sponsored  alternative  radio  station  which  justifies  the 
support  of  the  community.  We  can  understand  the  need  to  expand 
KPFA's  audience  and  base  of  support  and  can  see  why  a  non- 
English  language  program  during  prime-time  would  perhaps  conflict 
with  this  goal,  but  at  the  same  time,  KPFA  is  not  a  commercial, 
profit-oriented  station  and  we  feel  that  it  should  make  every  effort 
to  maintain  its  progressive  and  political  content  because  this  is 
precisely  what  makes  it  a  viable  alternative  to  commercial  radio. 
This  is  specifically  why  it  has  enjoyed  the  financial  support  of  the 
community.  We  have  agreed  to  the  rescheduling  of  our  program  on 
a  temporary  basis  until  the  various  problems  at  KPFA  are  resolved. 
However,  we  feel  that  we  should  have  a  weekly,  hour-long  program 
in  Farsi,  to  be  broadcast  at  a  time  which  is  convenient  for  both  the 
Iranian  audience  as  well  as  the  other  listeners  of  KPFA.  We  hope 
that  we  will  be  able  to  provide  more  programming  in  English  through 
special  programs  and  on  Before  the  News. 

We  also  hope  that  through  the  collective  efforts  of  all  groups 
and  individuals  connected  with  KPFA  we  can  further  enrich  the 
content  of  the  programming  presented  by  KPFA  and  better  serve 
the  various  communities  that  constitute  KPFA's  audience  and 
supporters.

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KPFA  Women  at  Nat'l  Conference 


SABRINA  SOJOURNER 

On  January  9,  1975,  then-President 
Gerald  Ford  created  the  National  Commission 
for  the  Observance  of  International  Women's 
Year.  A  few  days  later,  Congress  passed  Public 
Law  94-167  authorizing  the  Commission  to 
"organize  and  convene  a  National  Women's 
Conference,  preceded  by  state  conferences,  to 
evaluate  the  status  of  women  and  issues  of  concern 
to  them." 

No  other  time  in  herstory  or  history  has  a 
more  widely  diverse  people  been  mandated  to 
come  together  to  deal  with  so  many  controversial 
issues  in  one.place  in  such  little  time. 

The  fact  that  almost  20,000  women  did 
come  together  and,  working  through  their 
differences  without  compromising,  managed  to 
unite  in  favor  of  resolutions  that  affect  every 
aspect  of  their  lives,  is  a  definite  sign  that  the 
second  wave  of  feminism  has  come  of  age. 

Twenty-five  of  the  twenty-six  issues  passed, 
the  failing  issue  being  a  proposal  for  a  Women's 
Department.  Those  passing  included  the  most 
controversial  concerns  of  our  times:  reproductive 
rights,  ERA,  and  sexual  preference. 

The  women  elected  and  appointed  as 
delegates  represented  the  sentiments  of  thousands 
of  women  in  their  respective  states.  They  met 
with  non-delegate  women  of  similar  and  differing 
interests  in  hopes  of  strengthening  some  of  the 
>roposals.  The  Disabled  and  Minority  Women's 
"resolutions  were  totally  replaced.  No  issue  was 
weakened. 

No  woman  participant,  delegate  or  non- 
delegate,  pro-plan  or  pro-life,  left  Houston 
unchanged.  It  was  a  dream  come  true:    Women 
of  every  racial,  ethnic  and  special  interest  back- 
ground working  through  incredible  obstacles  to 
validate  one  another's  womanhood.  I  always 
knew  it  could  happen.  I'm  glad  I  was  there  when 
it  did.    '

Houston  represented  a  rite  of  passage,  a 
coming  of  age  for  the  women's  movement.  From 
the  radical  feminist  Redstockings  and  the  ridiculed 
"libbers",  we  had  moved  to  a  federally  funded 
national  convention.  From  leaderless  conscious- 
ness raising  groups,  we  had  moved  into  the  world 
of  large  scale  politicking.  The  unprecedented  unity 

developed  between  white  and  3rd  world,  gay  and 
straight  women  represented  a  sincere  recognition 
of  each  other's  concerns  and  priorities. 

Besides  the  official  business,  unrecorded 
history  happened  everywhere:  in  elevators, 
exhibition  halls,  in  the  long  lines.  Women  meeting 
women,  and  forging  a  network  of  activists  who 
will  work  to  make  the  national  plan  a  reality. 

It  was  a  national  party  convention  with  the 
spirit  of  a  women's  group.  The  sense  of  success 
from  flexing  our  budding  political  muscle  was 
inspiring.

As  part  of  a  drive  toward  more 
specialized  reporting,  the  KPFA  News 
Department  has  established  a  Labor  Desk, 
which  will  focus  on  issues  concerning 
working  people  in  the  Bay  Area  and  around 
the  country.  The  desk,  in  the  planning 
stages  for  over  three  years,  will  report  on 
strikes,  legislation,  and  various  economic 
problems  affecting  organized  labor.  Reports 
will  be  featured  during  regular  news  broad- 
casts and  in  special  documentary  programs. 

The  Labor  Desk  is  being  headed  by 
Paul  Allen,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Colorado  who  has  been  with  KPFA  since 
summer  1976,  and  is  the  son  of  a  Labor 
Analyst  for  the  AFL-CIO's  Committee  on 
Political  Education.  Allen  is  being  assisted 
by  Stephanie  Allan,  Helen  Mickeiwicz, 
Louis  Freedberg,  News  Director  Alan  Snitow, 
and  other  members  of  the  KPFA  news  team. 


"I'll  be  very  busy  until  he  comes  back 
First  I  have  a  new  job  to  become  acquainted 
with.   I  have  three  growing  children  (who 
consider  themselves  grown).  I  am  also  a 
graduate  student  doing  work  on  my  Master's 
thesis  in  the  radio  and  television  Field  at 
San  Francisco  State  University.  I  have  been 
in  radio  for  almost  seven  years.  I  began  as 
a  disc  jockey  and  then  went  into  news.  I 
worked  at  KDIA  News  and  Public  Affairs 
for  two  years  before  I  went  back  to  school 
full  time." 

Coming  to  listener-sponsored,  non- 
commercial radio  presents  a  new  challenge 
that  she  willingly  undertakes.  "I  want 
to  create  a  structure  that  allows  for  a 
dialogue  between  programmers  and 
listeners." 

We  at  KPFA  welcome  Furaha  to  the 
ranks.  Her  efficiency  and  charm  make  her 
a  valuable  addition. 


Allen  expects  the  desk  to  have  a 
"tempered  sympathy"  for  the  labor  move- 
ment, as  would  be  expected  at  KPFA,  but 
he  adds  that  it  will  also  report  any  sell-outs 
on  the  part  of  either  Labor's  leaders  or  the 
rank-and-file.  He  personally  eschews  any 
form  of  editorial  policy  for  the  desk. 

The  desk  has  been  in  operation 
since  early  December,  and  has  already 
covered  the  AC  Transit  Strike,  the  City 
Craft  Workers  Strike,  and  the  UFW  Organ- 
izing Drive  in  the  Central  Valley. 

Among  in-depth  stories  in  the  coming 
months  will  be  a  report  on  what  really  goes 
on  behind  the  scenes  at  a  negotiating 
session,  and  how  managements  are  forming 
union  busting  seminars  to  find  ways  to  stop 
organizing  in  their  corporations. 

The  inception  of  the  Labor  Desk 
signals  a  turning  point  in  Pacifica  News 
Reporting.  The  coming  months  and  years 
will  see  similar  projects  being  created  in 
areas  such  as  Science  Reporting,  Consumer 
News  and  Business  and  Economic  Events. 
The  hope  is  for  an  eventual  National  News 
Service,  but  this,  as  yet,  remains  still 
another  dream  in  the  hearts  of  the  KPFA 
News  Staff.  -  RW

The  Moving  Men  Theatre  Co.  is  a  collective 
whose  work  is  the  creation  and  performance  of 
original  plays.  The  five  members  have  survived  in  the 
past  from  audience  donations,  holding  other  jobs,  state 
assistance  and  the  like.  But  now  their  goal  is  to 
support  themselves  from  Moving  Men  work  only. 
All  this  information  is  relevant  to  their  new 
play.   You  Should 've  Been  There  (A  Play  About 
Work),  Jason,  a  man  in  his  mid-thirties,  a  survivor 
of  the  political  and  spiritual  turmoil  of  the  sixties, 
has  been  working  in  a  collective,  but  the  pressures 
of  collective  work  cause  him  to  quit.  At  this  mo- 
ment, he  meets  his  father,  and  this  encounter  is 
the  touchstone  that  enables  him  to  understand 
his  father's  life  and  to  see  the  value  of  his  own. 

Jason  as  a  character  will  be  familiar  to  those 
who  work  in  the  many  collectives  in  the  Bay  Area. 
He  is  committed  to  producing  a  product  that  he 
cares  about  and  that  is  his  own;  to  democratic 
decision  making;  to  equal  pay ;  to  taking  responsibility 
for  the  effect  of  his  work;  to  having  no  boss. 

In  1978,  though,  there  are  many  reasons  to 
quit  collectives.  It  is  just  too  hard  to  be  constantly 
defining  structure  and  content;  there  simply  is  not 
enough  money,  and  personal  tensions  are  a  bummer. 
Reality  is  not  the  group,  and  group  work  creates 
an  illusionary  shelter  in  which  many  people  hide. 


No  longer  harbingers  of  a  new  way  of  working,  but 
refugees  from  an  unsuccessful  social  revolution,  they 
cling  desperately  together,  seeking  to  recreate  their 
golden  years. 

Collectives  once  seemed  part  of  a  large  and 
growing  movement.  Now  they  have  gone  or  changed 
and  no  longer  reflect  anything  new  or  unique. 
Revolutionary  rhetoric  becomes  empty  once  money 
is  taken  too  seriously  and  the  group  becomes  merely 
an  expanded  partnership  like  any  other  business. 

All  this  constitutes  the  core  of  Jason's  dilemma. 
Meanwhile,  the  Moving  Men  and  other  collectives 
keep  on  truckin'  because  it  has  been  their  experience 
that  collectives  can  provide  some  semblance  of  control 
over  the  work  situation,  and  allow  for  more  honest, 
gentle  feelings. 

The  issues  are  many,  and  the  Moving  Men's  new 
play  deals  with  some  of  them  by  merging  both  the 
humorous  and  serious  sides  of  the  lives  of  Jason  and 
his  father,  Lou.  Jason's  search  is  assisted  by  the 
comical,  musical  and  wise  interjections  of  Historyman, 
Powerman  and  Workman. 

You  Should 've  Been  Tliere  (A  Play  About 
Work)  is  playing  January  through  February  at  the 
Unitarian  Fellowship  Hall  in  Berkeley.  Music 
from  the  Moving  Men  can  be  heard  on  KPFA  - 
January  29th  at  1 :30  pm.

CONSUMER  TIPS 

Christmas  has  come  and  gone.  Not  only 
are  the  lights  and  ornaments  packed  away, 
but  those  wonderful  appliances  you  found 
under  the  tree  either  work  sporadically  or 
not  at  all.  As  part  of  your  New  Year's 
resolution,  decide  to  fight  back  and  get 
your  money's  worth.  Here's  what  you 
need  to  know  and  do. 


♦California  and  Federal  law  state 
Ken  McEldowney     tnat  warranties  and  guarantees  are 

promises  of  quality,  and  the  manufacturer 
must  repair  an  article  or  return  its  purchase  price  if  an  article  doesn't  work 
properly.  Warranties  are  two  types:  express  or  implied.  An  express  warranty 
comes  in  printed  form  from  the  manufacturer,  or  it  can  be  created  orally  or 
in  writing  by  the  salesperson.  An  implied  warranty  exists  automatically  with 
your  purchase,  and  you  have  a  right  to  assume  quality  and  function. 

♦Warranties  last  for  a  few  months,  at  most  a  year.  Implied  warranties 
for  new  goods  last  at  least  60  days;  for  used,  at  least  30  days.  For  such  items 
as  clothes,  food  and  services,  warranties  last  as  long  as  they  are  reasonable. 

♦Keep  all  warranties,  with  sales  slips  attached,  in  a  safe  place.  If  the 
seller  promised  certain  things,  jot  that  down.  The  manufacturer  can  require 
you  to  keep  warranties,  but  can  no  longer  require  you  to  mail  in  the 
registration  card. 

♦As  soon  as  something  breaks  or  malfunctions,  take  it  to  the  place 
specified  by  the  manufacturer  to  be  repaired.  Repair  facilities  must  be 
reasonably  close  to  your  home.  If  the  item  is  too  big,  or  is  built  in,  the 
manufacturer  is  required  to  pick  it  up  or  repair  it  in  your  home. 

•The  manufacturer  has  ?0  days  to  repair  the  item.  Any  longer,  and 
you  can  demand  a  replacement  or  your  money  back.  Your  warranty  is 
extended  for  the  full  time  of  repairs.

Night  of  the  blue  or  yellowish  opera, 
while  the  gentlemen  wrapped  up 
in  the  sweet  emotion  of  the  ballerinas 
falsely  declare  their  love  to  the  countesses 
languidly  green  in  the  shadows.

It's  late,  so  late  I  Already  the  velvet  gowns, 
the  jewelry,  stuffily  envelop 
the  sculptural  washed-out  torsos,

No  one  can  hear  it, 
Translation : Stephen  Kessler  and  a  huge  coffin  rows  through  the  darkness. 


Vicente  Aleixandre  (b.  1898)  came  of  age  in  Madrid  in  the  mid-1920's  alongside  such 
other  young  Spaniards  as  Federico  Garcia  Lorca,  Rafael  Alberti,  Jorge  Guillen,  Luis  Bunuel, 
Pedro  Salinas  and  Salvador  Dali.  Aleixandre's  fourth  book,  La  destruction  o  el  amor 
(Destruction  or  Love),  published  in  1935,  established  him  as  one  of  the  major  poetic  voices 
of  this  generation.  When  the  Civil  War  broke  out  a  year  later  many  of  the  most  brilliant 
writers  and  artists  associated  with  this  group  were  either  killed  or  imprisoned-Lorca  and 
Miguel  Hernandez  being  two  of  the  most  famous-or  went  into  exile.  Due  to  a  severe  kidney

For  younger  Spanish  poets,  Aleixandre  has  been  a  vital  link  with  a  generation 
which  has  since  become  legendary  in  the  Spanish -speaking  world  for  its  creative  genius.  In

KPFA  Breaks  Pesticide  Story 


The  use  of  chemical  pesticides  in  the  food 
industry  has  proved  a  very  mixed  blessing. 
The  social  costs  have  been  phenomenal. 
Pesticides  have  been  shown  to  cause  dis- 
ease, death  and  sterility.  It  now  seems  that 
staples  of  life,  bread  and  fruit,  may  be 
poisoning  us.    Add  to  that  meat,  eggs,  but- 
ler, cereals  and  there's  not  much  left  to  put 
on  the  plate!   The  situation  is  even  worse 
for  workers  who  must  work  directly  or  in- 
directly with  pesticides. 

Helen  Mickiewicz,  Co-director  of 
KPFA's  News  Department  broke  the  story 
nationally.   Listen  for  her  documentary 
concerning  EDB  on  January  26th  at  12:00 
noon. 


This  past  summer,  it  was  revealed  that 
a  pesticide,  dibromochloropropane,  or 
DBCP,  caused  sterility  in  some  of  the 
workers  who  manufacture  it.   Now,  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA) 
has  reported  that  another  chemically  re- 
lated pesticide,  ethylene  dibromide,  or 
EDB,  is  even  more  dangerous  than  DBCP 
and  is  more  widely  used. 

Suzanne  Harker  of  the  EPA's  Office 
of  Special  Pesticide  Review  in  Washington 
described  EDB  as  "the  most  potent  car- 
cinogen that  this  agency  has  ever  evaluat- 
ed." The  greater  danger  of  EDB  rests  in  its 
use  not  just  as  a  pesticide,  but  as  a  fuel 
additive,  fumigant  and  solvent. 

EDB  was  recently  found  to  have  an  un- 
precedented cancer  risk.  A  study  released 
September  30th  by  the  EPA  showed  that 
workers  exposed  to  EDB  at  fumigation 
centers  run  almost  a  100%  risk  of  getting 
cancer.  This  means  that  workers,  both 


those  applying  the  chemical  and  office 
workers  one-eighth  of  a  mile  from  the  fum- 
igation site,  exposed  to  EDB  at  the  current 
usage  levels  over  a  forty  year  period  run  a 
99%  plus  risk  of  getting  cancer. 

Harker,  who  is  supervising  the  EPA's 
studies  of  EDB  also  explained  that  EDB  is 
used  to  fumigate  flour-milling  machinery. 
She  said  that  one  EDB  manufacturer  is 
currently  testing  bread  to  determine  if 
bread  made  from  EDB-fumigated  wheat 
contains  the  chemical.  One  study  under- 
taken in  the  Netherlands  in  1969  did  show 
evidence  of  EDB  in  bread  made  from  wheat 
flour  that  had  been  fumigated  with  EDB. 

EDB  is  widely  used  in  the  United  States 
as  a  soil  fumigant  and  as  a  fumigant  on 
harvested  citrus  crops.   But,  by  far,  EDB's 
most  common  and  potentially  dangerous 
use  is  as  a  fuel  additive.  Eighty  to  ninety 
percent  of  the  more  than  350  million  pounds 
of  EDB  manufactured  annually  is  used  in 
gasoline.   Harker  believes  that  EDB's  use  as 
a  fuel  additive  is  politically  the  most  explo- 
sive aspect  of  its  overall  use.   EDB  is  used 
as  a  lead  scavenger  in  gasoline  to  vaporize 
the  gas  and  thus  prevent  deposits  from  form- 
ing in  the  engine. 

Despite  its  widespread  use  as  a  fuel  add- 
itive, no  research  has  been  conducted  in  Cal- 
ifornia by  either  the  Air  Resources  Board  or 
the  State  Health  Department  to  detect  EDB's 
presence  in  the  air  we  breathe.  In  pursuing 
information  about  EDB,  I  was  continually 
astounded  at  the  lack  of  familiarity  with  the 
substance  on  the  part  of  state  employees.

Many  people  who  are  paid  by  the  government, 
to  investigate  the  use  and  misuse  of  sub- 
stances like  EDB  had  never  heard  of  it,  or 
if  they  had.  were  certainly  unaware  of  its 
dangerous  properties.  The  most  astonishing 
fact  was  that,  as  far  as  anyone  I  spoke  to 
knew,  there  exists  no  means  to  detect  levels 
of  EDB  in  the  atmosphere.  Considering  that 
Tom  Quinn,  the  head  of  the  State  Air  Re- 
sources Board,  recently  labelled  the  Los 
Angeles  and  San  Francisco  metropolitan 
areas  as  "cancer  capitols",  it  is  indeed  sur- 
prising that  no  state  agency,  even  Quinn's 
own,  has  expressed  interest  in  investigating 
EDB. 

And  despite  the  unprecedented  rating  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  gave  EDB 
in  its  recent  report,  the  EPA  concluded  that 
residues  on' citrus  do  not  present  a  hazard. 
The  Office  of  Toxic  Substances  is  carrying 
out  more  tests  and  the  results  should  be 
available  soon. 

Meanwhile,  the  National  Institute  of 
Occupational  Safety  and  Health  (NIOSH) 
had  also  been  investigating  EDB  over  the  past 
two  years.  NIOSH  surveys  available  literature 
and  conducts  its  own  tests  on  hazardous 
chemicals,  then  makes  recommendations  on 
exposure  levels  to  the  Department  of  Labor 
which  sets  the  permissable  levels.  On 
August  26th.  NIOSH  submitted  a  report  on 
EDB  to  the  Labor  Department,  including 
recommendations  that  the  levels  of  exposure 
to  the  chemical  in  the  plants  where  it  is 
manufactured  be  lowered  by  a  minimum  of 
ninety  percent. 


On  the  day  that  NIOSH  released  its 
report  to  the  Labor  Department,  the  Oil, 
Chemical,  and  Atomic  Workers  Union  in 
Washington  has  filed  four  separate  requests 
for  review  of  the  effects  of  DBCP.  It  was  just 
such  a  review  that  turned  up  the  sterility- 
causing  properties  of  DBCP.  NIOSH  is  still 
carrying  out  that  review  and  the  results 
should  be  available  in  the  near  future. 

The  Environmental  Defense  Fund  in 
Washington  has  filed  four  separate  requests 
with  the  EPA  over  the  past  two  years  to  have 
production  of  EDB  either  suspended  or 
banned.  According  to  Maureen  Hinkle  who 
works  for  the  Defense  Fund,  the  EPA  has 
taken  no  action  on  these  requests.  She 
termed  the  issue  "very  sensitive"  because  of 
the  involvement  of  the  oil  industry.  Hinkle 
also  said  that  the  EPA  was  considering  using 
EDB  as  a  substitute  for  DBCP  after  the 
sterility  causing  properties  of  DBCP  were  re- 
vealed. The  Defense  Fund  wrote  the  EPA 
strongly  suggesting  that  the  Agency  recon- 
sider that  idea.  The  Fund  pointed  out  that 
EDB  probably  also  had  sterility-causing 
properties,  in  addition  to  its  known  carcin- 
ogenic and  suspected  mutagenic  properties. 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
is  the  only  federal  agency  with  the  power  to 
take  EDB  off  the  market.  The  Agency  is  still 
investigating  the  chemical.  But  regardless  of 
the  results  of  the  EPA's  tests,  it  will  be  an 
uphill  battle  for  environmentalists  to  get 
EDB  off  the  market  and  out  of  the  air.   Dow 
salesperson  Bill  Barnes  predicted  that  EDB 
was  so  convenient  for  industry  that  "the 
Sierra  Club  will  never  get  rid  of  this  one."
